The amendments include the pro- 


vision that Shantung * shall be re- 
turned to China and substitutes 
"China" for "Japan" in the wording 
of the Shantung section; • provide 
withdrawal of the United States from 
representation on the ^numerous in- 
ternational commissions; limit the 
authority of American representa- 
tives on the reparation commission, 
provide for equal voting power in 
the league council and assembly of 
the United States and, Great Britain 
and prohibit British colonies votfng 
in league deliberations on questions 
at issue between Great Britain and 
the United States. Most of the other 
amendments simply are changes in 
verbiage. 


The action of the committee in 


ordering the treaty reported out yes- 
terday came sooner than expected 
and followed a stormy debate in 
-which membership of both lepub- 
licans and democrats were divided. 
The reservations were -Offered by 
Chairman Lodge and were regarded 
as representing the views of repub- 
licans advocating drastic reserva- 
tions.

Her sentence has been served and 
the application contends, as she has 
no property with which to pay her 
fine, under federal statutes covering 
such cases, she Is entitled to release 
after serving fifty days for non-pay- 
ment of the fine. United States 
Commissioner Geisburg stated that 
nothing could be done in the case be- 
fore Sept. 27.

• as' purchasing agent for the allies and intima- 
,tions are not lacking that he made the most of 
his rare opportunities.

UNCERTAIN. 


The legislatures of two-thirds of the states 


must ratjfy the amendment providing for woman 
suffrage before it can. become effective and it is 
no sure thing, that they will so respond. In the 
south especially opposition runs at high tide and 
the procession of states refusing to ratify the 
amendment is at once disquieting and ominous. 
Virginia and Alabama went on record this week 
by decisive majorities as opposed to granting 
suffrage to women and it is not improbable that 
the alignment of a "solid south" will be found 
against the proposition. If this be true, and it is 


- among the probabilities rather than the possi- 


bilities, it will require the votes of only a few 
other states to set up an effectual bar to* the 
enfranchisement of woman. It is known that 
certain New England states may also render 
negative decisions, so upon the whole the out- 
look is not so rosy as it appeared to be when 
congress took favorable action several months 
ago in submitting the matter to the legislatures. 
Southern bourbonism and New England provin- 
cialism may yet act together to deny political 
equality to the women of America. The exigen- 
cies of politics effect some strange and startling 
combinations in our social life, but as yet nothing 
quite so startling as a joinjng together of the 
"Puritan" and the "Cavalier" to make war on 
woman. 


THE PRESIDENT IN ERROR. 


President Wilson's plea that the senate's de- 


lay in ratifying the peace treaty is operating 
against this nation by acting as a bar to trade 
relations is a manifest absurdity. Either the 
president is guilty of a crass and stupid attempt 
to mislead the country or he does not realize 
what is going on. He lacks information as to 
what his own departments have been doing. The 
fact is that trade licenses have already been is- 
sued and that trade is proceeding under them 
as though the war had never been. While figures 
for July and August have not yet been made 
public, it is officially shown that during June we 
shipped to Germany $8,383,000 worth of our prod- 
ucts and received from Germany $^.,000,000 
worth of German products. To Austria we have 
shipped since the signing of the armistice 
$20,000,000 worth of product^ or fifty per cent 
of the normal. There is plenty of evidence at 
hand, too, to prove that normal trade t<; pro- 
vented only by a lack of products and ships to 
sarry them. The war is over and every man, 
woman and child in every a^eted country knows

The president's attempt to make it appear, 


therefore, that the senate's failure to ratify the 
treaty is holding up a state of peace and pre- 
serving war time conditions is absolutely un- 
worthy and untrue. Nor is it marie the less dis- 
creditable by the president's express and ex- 
plicit denial of the knowledge that trade rela- 
tions have been resumed. If he did not know of I 
the fact, he should have known" of it, for the 
licenses were regularly issued by a department 
of the government of which he is the head. 


CONCERNING SUBSTITUTES. 


''What have the opponents of the league of 


nations to offer in its place?" querulously in- 
quired President Wilson in his Indianapolis ad- 
dress, meaning thereby to convey the impression 
that this country is under the necessity of accept- 
ing some radical change in its fundamental law 
and ancient policy. His error, however, lies in 
the root of his assumption. For honestly, there 
is no need of offering anything as a substitute. 
We can merely go on as we have been going for 
the past hundred years, minding our own busi- 
ness and prospering thereby. Because some fel- 
low comes along offering to inoculate us with 
smallpox germs is no reason why we have to ac- 
cept itch germs as a substitute, and because 
some one proposes that we become a nation of 
horse thieves is no reason why we shall become 
a nation of chicken thieves by way of compromise. 


"What have the opponents of the league of 


nations to offer in. its place?" We have nothing 
to offer save the sane American policy of non- 
interference in foreign affairs and our ancient 
custom of attending strictly to our own business. 


AS TO OPPRESSION'S CHAINS. 


With smug pharisaism President Wilson yes- 


terday declared in Columbus that the treaty of 
peace as framed "tears away the chains of op- 
pression and gives small nationalities the right 
to live their own lives." Just what chains of 
oppression does it tear away aud just what small 
nationalities does it give the right to live their 
own lives? We want to know, and it might be 
well for our purring president to become spe- 
cific. He should become specific for the reason 
that it is charged that his treaty, far from "tear- 
ing away the chains of oppression," really 
forges them. 
What about Shantung? 
This 


treaty proposes to deliver the forty million 
Chinese inhabitants of that province, our friends 
and our allies, over to the brutal and oppressive 
dominion of the Japanese. Just what people 
does it propose to free and allow to live their 
own lives? Generalities mean nothing and are 
usually indulged in to excuse error and cover 
crime my misrepresenting conditions. And espe- 
cially is this true in President Wilson's case, for 
he personally is responsible for the shameless 
rape of Shantung. 


We have this on no less an authority than 


the president's secretary of state, Mr. Lansing. 
Testifying before the senate committee, Mr. 
Lansing declared that he believed that had Pres- 
ident Wilson stood fast against the outrage, not 
only would Japan have signed the treaty but 
that China would have dope likewise. Thus the 
president's weakness, his itching desire to secure 
the adoption of his league of- nations, led him 
into acquiescence in the perpetration of an in- 
famy that shocked' humanity and did violence 
to every tradition of-justice and of righteousness. 


Yet this man, this selfseeker and ego-maniac, 


has the effrontery to stand before the American 
people and declare that his treaty which enslaves 
a nation, "tears away the chains of oppression!" 


To perdition with arrant hypocrisy of that 


sort. 


NOT LIKELY TO BE ANYTHING NEW. 


Herbert C. Hoover is coming home and if 


plans afoot do not miscarry he will undertake to 
teach the people of America how to reduce the 
cost of living. If Mr. Hoover knows the manner 
of teaching them that, the homecoming celebra- 
tion ought to be an enthusiastic affair. 
Never- 


theless, the fact is»»that Mr. HooVer will have 
nothing new to teach. He will propose nothing 
and undertake nothing that much the - greater 
bulk of the people of this country do not already 
know and understand. What Mr. Hoover will 
undertake, if anything, will be to get -the people 
to do what any people, with less prosperity, with 
less fat lining their bellies and with less sub- 
stance to waste, perforce would do and be the 
better off on all accounts for doing. Extrava- 
gance of one sort and another, waste of one sort 
and another, self-indulgence of one sort and an- 
other, boastful pride of one sort and another and 
unctuous conceit of one sort and another all 
taken together will go far to explain why the 
cost of our living is costly. Underlying the high 
cost of living are causes that neither Mr. Hoover 
nor any one else can show us the way to over- 
come for they are imbedded in economic facts 
by no means peculiar to America; but there is 
no questioning that he will be able to declare at 
least what any rational observer of the Ameri- 
can way of living can tell us of the reasons why 
outgo for most of us so nearly equals and for 
some of us exceeds income. It was the common 
observation of European students of American 
life before the war that extravagance and waste 
among us would comfortably support a similar 
body of people in almost any old-world country 
where a rational thrift was the general rule and 
practice. Doubtless this was true. Nor did it 
contemplate merely the difference in the stand- 
ards of living, in which respect Americans are 
distinguished above perhaps all other peoples. 
What was meant referred merely to extravagance 
that was practiced for the sake of extravagance 
itself and waste that was careless always and 
wanton frequently. 
Mr. Hoover no doubt is 


coming to tell us to make an end of much of our 
wilful nonsense and it may be to propose some 
scientific consideration of our fashion of getting 
things to market by producers and out of market 
consumers. 
In 
either 
aspect of our case! 


there is wide latitude for improvement, but Ihcj 
facts are nothing new. We simply pay no at- 
tention to them. If Mr. Hoover knows how to 
get our attention to them aud hold it there stead- 
fastly and practically, he comes substantially to 
our sun-ice and ought to be welcome. That he 
is coming with any magic of panacea for the 
cost of living or with any power to conjure 
earthward the soaring prices of the times is a 
futile hope. More production, fewer factors of 
cost in distribution and somewhat less of the 
spirit of competition in the vainglory of display- 
ing not only how Well we do live but how well 
we can live will accomplish something to lengthen 
the purse and shorten the bills. However, be 
what it may that Mr. Hoover has up his sleeve to 
ease the cost of living, the uncommon no less 
than the common people will hear him gladly.

We do not 
have to go farther than our own -city 
to see our Y. W. C. A. turned into a 
fashionable boarding house. The Y. 
W. C. A., intended to protect, defend 
and support the business girl, has 
lost Its identity entirely. The work- 
ing girl who has to stand on her feet 
all day is compelled to stand in !ine 
for her lunch or evening meal, with 
doctors, lawyers, real estate men and 
other professionals of the city, and a 
good share of the west end society 
and their families, who can amply 
afford to have their meals served in 
their own homes or go to the hotel 
and pay for services tendered. Hun- 
dreds of our girls m the stores, of- 
fices, etc., are working for the same 
salary they received before the H. C. 
L.—$10, $12 and $15 per week. How 
can we be expected to stand side by 
side with the man of wealth and pay 
the same prices for food—yes, and 
pay the same prices for what little^ 
we get. The only exception is, the1 
men receive alwaj s the more gener- 
ous- helpings than the working girl.

A Senatorial Diarist 
(By Frederic J. Haskin) 


WASHINGTON, V. C., Sept. 5.—A 


book that describes intimately the 
official and personal life of a United 
States senator, throughout the war 
and the six or seven years preceding 
it. cannot fall to bp a work of great 
mtei est now, and of constantly in- 
creasing value as time goes on. 


Such a book, unknown to the pub- 


lic and even to many members of the 
senate, has been written—and is still 
being written-—by Senator Henry 
Fountain Ashurst, of Arizona, one of 
the youngest members of the upper 
house of congress 
And tins sena- 


torial diary, which already fills two 
enormous 
bound 
volumes, is not 


the diy and tedious affair that anyone 
might imagine 
who nas familiar 


with tho general run of senatorial 
utteiance 
This diaiv is wnttf-n in a 


bouncing, thumping rhetoiical style, 
full of coloi, energy and sentiment, 


before he wore long'trousers, but he 
didn't know what -a railroad train 
looked like. When the Ashurst fam- 
ily became affluent enough to buy a. 
cook stove, it took six months to get 
this luxury, and cost mere than 
$200. 


Senator Ashurst lives, to a most 


unusual extent, In the memory or 
those early days. His diary is full of 
references to them. An£ his diary- 
keeping habit derived from them, for 
in those days nearly everyone kept a 
diary. The senator's father lost his 
life while prospecting in the Grand 
Canyon and the senator, then a very 
young man, was a member of the- 
party that found the body. 
When 


they reached the camp of the miss- 
ing man and found that no entry had 
been made in his diary for three 
days, the son "knew at ofice that his 
father must be lost, for he had never 
before known him to miss maKfng 
his daily entry.' A little later they 
found-the body of the elder Ashurst. 


The senator began his own diary- 


keeping at the age of nine and has 
been at it more or less regularly ever 
since. ' He has. not missed, a^day in 
the last ten years. • The senator has 
admitted that he always had an am- 
bition to be a writer, and in this 
diary his itch for the pen has found 
expression. 
During the war the senator wrote 


aTaoUt little -except the 
•war. , His 


diary became a history ofvthe war In 
Washington, with some very good 
character sketches of n6ta.bles, ana 
vivid descriptions of exciting days. 
But the most interesting Darts of the 
journal are the personal touches, 
which reveal the man. ' 
For example, on Friday,' Septem- 


ber 13, 1918, the senator celebrated 
his forty-fourth birthday at a dinner 
party. Not only is it an unlucky 
day, as the senator gleefully points 
out to his guests, but,the ill-omen is 
intensified 'by the fact that he has 
thirteen letters in his name. When, 
in addition, 
it is discovered that 


there are thirteen p'eople at the 
table, no less than six of those pres- 
ent show signs of being- disturbed, 
two of them very seriously. 
And 


these two, the senator records, are 
•'sophisticated, cultured, successful 
people." 
"There is indeed a wide penumnra 


between the bright light of sanity 
and' the shadows* of dJsttactioa,", he 
comments, "in which zoh« or penum- 
bra there walk many if not most 


that 
people." 
By this the senator means 


most of us are a little nutty. 
He goes on to say that he -would 


like to be superstitious, but that none 
of the superstitions would ever work 
for him. 
"In my first campaign for the sen- 


ate," he records, "I wore an opal, a 
black opal, and a large number of 
friends besought me to leave it off 
as 'no victory could come to anyone 
wearing an opal.' " 
The senator won, opal and all. He 


adds to this passage a few remarks 
that should be very yaluable to any 
young man entering politic?. 
"I would not have worn a dia- 


mond," he says. 
"It might have 


looked too flashy and too comfort- 
able for a 'tribune of the people' to 
wear. By the same token a 'tribune 
of the people' should not be fat or 
funny. 
His countenance should be 


'sicklied o'er with the pale cast of 
thought* and his words should drop 
like red hot potash on the festering 
sores of the body politic. 
Imagine 


Wendeil Phillips, Abraham Lincoln, 
Garrison or Lovejoy bedecked In dia- 
monds!" 


The journal contains other inter- 


esting private comments on politics 
by ono who is in them. In one pas- 
sage he has some good advice for 
presidential candidates, and in an- 
other some very cogent suggestions 
on how to hold the presidential Job 
after you have got it. 
Commenting on the 
defeat pt 


Hughes in 1916, he says that II 
Hughes had just stayed out of Cali- 
fornia and kept hrs mouth shut, he 
would have been elected.

senator took dinner with him, 


"Several times during the

ner," he records, "some of us were 
in grave peril, owing to the fact that 
morsels would find lodgment In our 
throats and we had nothing to wash 
them down wth; but when the re- 
past was finisfted' Bryan was forgiv- 
en for lack of liquid refreshment, as.

A characteristic entry is that of 
the day when Arizona was admitted 
to statehood-

that of .pioneer days, showing what, 
progress the state has made; but-he7 
soon runs off into a description ot 
the desert, 
"The'desert ,has the regal ana 


sensuous poppy, the scarlet glory ot 
blossoming cactus, the pungent odor- 
of wild sage," he writes, trying to de- 
scribe the fascination which the des~, 
ert has for his mind. "But the des- 
ert is cruel—her heated sands and 
scorching1 winds, her blazing 
anfr 


pitiless furnace of sun, her merci- 
less flail of heat, her poisonous rep-, 
tiles, her scarce and alkaline waters, 
her bitter dust, her deceptions and 
hep everlasting sameness of topo- 
graphy,' bring awful thirst, confu- 
sion, exhaustion, delirium1 and death 
when the canteen leaks, the trail Is 
lost or the- harse -plays out." 


The senator has in an unusual de- 


gree the devotion to ihe soil that 
produced him which is character- 
istic .of so many westerners. 
He 


writes wittily 6f ,personages and 
trenchantly of events,' but when he 
hits the subject of Arizona and the 
early days, he is.all eloquence ana 
sentiment. 
This is not a.,fair account of the 


senator's diary, for it is too short to 
include any of his analyses of great 
questions, 
his 
lucid accounts 
or 


events, his pictures of social and po- 
litical l\fe in ^Washington, and his 
characterizations

Mustang Hunters

Along in the eijfhteen-seventies, tlis 
region of western Kansas and east- 
enr New Mexico was the rang* of 
great herds of wild horses which no 
one claimed. 
There are still some 


old-timers living who remember the 
days when hunting these wild horses 
was a very remunerative business. 


A good deal has been written about 
"creasing" mustangs, which consist- 
ed of shooting the horses in such a 
way that he fell stunned, but not 
seriously injured. 
As- a matter of 


fact, few horses were caught that 
way, and three were hilled for every 
one that was taken unhurt. 


The true 
professional mustang- 


hunter had a few very fast horses, 
which he kept and trained for the 
purpose. When he went hunting lie 
took these along1, and also a herd of 
several hundred burros, or Mexican 
donkeys. 
When a herd of wild 


hordes was s,lght«d, the hunters char- 
ged down on them and hog-tied as 
many as they could catch. Each of 
the wild horses was then tied, neck 
and neck, with one of the burros.

It consumes twenty-five per cent 


more .energy to sit at rest in a chair 
than it does to rest in bed. This 
twenty-five per cent of energy is 
worth saving in a great many illnesses 
although it is difficult to make some 
patients conserve energy in this way 
when they feel able to be up and 
about. 
\ 
Sitting up and conversing with 


friends or visitors consumes forty-five 
per cent mora energy than is con- 
sumed by the same individual lying 
at rest. 
Dr. F. M. Pottenger, of California, 


states that he has tried the exercise 
plan in the treatment of tuberculosis, 
but when he found that it did no 
good he stopped it and adopted the 
rest cure instead, and began to get 
results. H« points out that it is not 
enough to tell the patient to rest, as 
If he understood how it should be 
carried out. Many physicians, he 
finds, do not understand the minutiae 
of the rest treatment. Pottenger holds 
that every patient with tuberculosis 
must be put to bed and kept there 
as Jong as there is any question of 
active tuberculosis. 
Only when the 


disease process in the lung has be- 
come quiescent may the patient safely 
begin to take minute doses of exer- 
cise. 
Exercise acts like a close of tuber- 


culin or a fresh onslaught of tubercle 
bacilli on the blood—there is a cer- 
tain reaction, if the conditions and 
the dose arc right, and this reaction 
distinctly helps the patient in his 


fight. Pottenger permits ths patient, 
with the disease process arrested, to 
begin to take exercise by sitting up 
for five to ten minutes at a Um«, in- 
creasing to twenty minutes or hall 
an hour, and finally to periods as long 
as three hours. 
When the patient 


can sit up three hours without tiring 
and without any indication of fatigue 
as determined by the physician's ob- 
servation or examination, then the 
patient is permitted to begin walking, 
at first not more than fifty to one 
hundred feet a day, and gradually 
farther. 
This graduated dose of 
exercise eventually brings the patient 
to the point where he can walk from 
two to ten miles a day without get- 
ting tired, without any Indication ol 
toxemia, and with all-around benefit 


Mental rest, as well as physical 
rest, is a feature which must be as- 
sured the patient. 
This naturally 


proscribes visits by those pests who 
come to tell of sure cures or great 
doctors they Wave heard of, to reflect 
upon the mods of treatment, the nurs- 
ing, 
or whatnot. It is strange, but 


about 30 per cent of us belong to that 
class. 


To determine the proper dose of 


rest, and of exercise if exercise »s safe 
at all, is one of the technical points 
most difficult for the physician in the 
management of tuberculosis. For a 
patient or his friends to attempt to 
decide these vital matters is fool- 
hardy, although quite the conven- 
tional thing and a common cause of 
failure.
